LONDON. — A battle royal over 
the post of the Israel Ambassador 
in London which has been raging 
under wraps for the past six months 
has now spilled over into the British 
press. It looks like a local variant 
of the fight which was staged over 
Simcha Dinitz's appointment to the 
ambassadorial post in Washington. 

Leaks from both Jerusalem and 
London have fed the fires which 
unl now have ben mainly kept 
out o fthe public eye. 

The warfare started in January 
when it was announced in some 
papers here, from their Israeli cor- 
respondents, that Gideon Rafael was 
to be appointed the next Ambassa- 
dor in London. This came as some- 
thing of a surprise to the incumbent 
Ambassador, Michael Comay, who 
wasn't aware that his departure was 
yet being contemplated. 

The two previous ambassadors to 
the Court of St. James, Arthur Lou- 
rte and Aharon Remez, had each 
served five years here. Mr. Comay 
assumed that his posting was for 
a simitar term of office. There is 
no regulation in the Foreign Min- 
istry or the Israel civil service which 
sets a Umit on the length of time 
an ambassador serves abroad.

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‘Der ‘Spiegel’ 
German need for oil 
explains new stance

BONN. — West Germany's need 
for Arab oil was a central topic 
during Chancellor Willy Brandt's re- 
cent visit In Igrael, and explains 
why Bonn Is determined not to act 
as an “ally" of Israel in the Middle 
East conflict, the newemagazine “Der 

Spiegel” reported yesterday. 
“Spiegel” correspondent Herbert 
Schreiber wrote that Mr. Brandt and 
his delegation spent much of their 
time trying to convince Premier Gol- 
da Meir and her aides to accept this 
Bonn view. Mr. Brandt's State 
Secretary in the Foreign Office Paul 
Frank told the Israelis they stood 
to gain nothing from an ally which 
would be faced by domestle “revolu- 


tion” should its industry “ 
a halt for lack of energy,” ΕΜ 

The Israelis replied that economi- 
cally powerful nations like the U.S, 
and West Germany should not allow 
themselves to be blackmailed by 
Arab sheliths dependent on America 
and Europe to market their oll. But 
the Germans were not impressed by 
this ergument, according to the 
magazine. 

Mr. Frank, according to the 
“Splegel,” drew a parallel with the 
problems of supply and demand In 
everyday business: When a com- 
modity (in this case oil) is scarce, 
the buyer (in this case Bonn) had a 
natural tendendy to treat potential 
suppllers with “courtesy.” 


US. debate: Was Egypt 


bluffing about new war? 


WASHINGTON (INA). “Wash- 
ington Post” correspondent Jim Ho- 
agland reported from Beirut yester- 
day that the American intelligence 
community 1s debating whether the 
Egyptians were bluffing about re- 
suming war with Israel on June 5, 
the anniversary of the Six Day War, 
or whether something happened to 
force them to call off a planned 
raid into Sinai. 

The puzzlement stems from 2 sec- 
ret study by the State Department's 
Bureau of Intelligence and Research 
in early June which concluded that 
there was “a better than even 
chance" that President Sadat would 
fulfil his recent threats to break the 
Suez cease-fire. 


Hoagland wrote that the signals 
the Egyptians were sending up “were 
so clear that other intelligence 
agencies saw them as deliberate 
plants to add a sense of urgency to 
the Middle Hast crisis’ while the 
Security Council Middle Rast debate 
was underway and Erezhnev was 
about to meet Nixon. 

“Israel, which was queried by 
Washington on Egyptian intentions, 
supported the view.that Hgypt did 
not seem serious about the June 5 
raid,” Hoagland reported. “The in- 
telligence debate points up both the 
repeated Egyptian tactic of tying 
talk about war to its diplomati¢ 
campaign to end the deadlock, and 
difficulty the U.S. often has in read- 
ing Egyptian intentions,” he wrote.

Bonn treaty 


KARLSRUHE, West Germany (Reu- 


, ter). — West Germany's constitu- 


tional court yesterday rejected an 
attempt to prevent Bonn's “good 
neighbour" accord with East Ger- 
many from coming into force to- 
morrow, a court spokesman an- 
nounced, 

The seven judges ruled against a 
Bavarian application for an injunc- 
tion holding up the exchange of 
instruments of ratification until the 
court has ruled on an earlier Ba- 
varian complaint that the accord is 
unconstitutional. The court has said 
it will deliver this main ruling on 
July 31, by which time the pact 
will probably have come into force. 

The court's decision means that 
the ratification documents — cer- 
tifying that both governments have 
completed all necessary legal pro- 
cedures connected with the accord 
— can be exchanged in Bonn to- 
morrow, as planned. The treaty will 
then come into force at one min- 
ute past midnight on Thursday.

A five-year study involving 18,000 
California-women, the most extensive 
ever taken to determine side effects 
of the pill, suggests detectable body 
chemistry differences between users 
and non-users in a wide range of 
physiological functions.
